PHARMACY .IN EGYPT. 


LORD CROMER’S REPLY. 


MEETING AT . ALEXANDRIA. 

An important maetihe of the International 
Society of Pharmacists of Alexandria will be 
held on ‘Tuesday next in order to read Lord 
Cromer’s reply to thé pharmacists in regard to 

he uew regulations, anthtedise of 
geueral interest appertaining to thg profession. 
the following résumé of the situation will be 
[ interestiin view of this meeting. 

the protests of the Pharmaceutical Socié- 
tis of Cairo and Alexandria against certain 
clauses of the new Pharmacy Regulations, 
snd motably. against Clause IL, having failed 

move’ the authorities, it was — resolved, 
asa last resource, that the members should 
appeal to their ‘respective diplomatic agents, 
sud a ‘petition was: drawn up, which stated 
in effect that the new Pharmacy Law for 
Egypt, published: in’ September ‘last by the 
Sanitary Authority, and approved by the 
Mjxed Court of Appeal at Alexandria, bad 
raised just protestations on the part of the 
qualified -pbarmacista. lt was admitted that 
the new law was a real step towards pro- 
gress, but that Clause IL. took away phar 
macy frém the real -pharmacists and deliver- 

ed it over to commerce and speculation, 
jwasmuch as it authorised any person to 
arry on & pharmacy and to sell. and .pre- 
pare’ medicines so lonkas a qualified chemist 
in charge.-It was pointed out that in 
such a case, the qualified man must submit 
to. every caprice of the capitalist and that 
vetween the two there must exist a certain 
.ntagonism, which would be to the - public 
tnment. On ‘the’ other hand, qualified 
chemists without much. capital would -find 
ittle or no Opportanity of establishing them-, 
selyes ‘da their own account. No Europeah 
pharmaceutical legislation, it was shown, 
makes mention of such an irreguiarity’ Even 
Turkey (under Capitulations like Egypt) takes 
no exception to the rule that thé qualified 
chemist’ hus alone the right t open and 
to carry-on a pharmacy. The International 
Associations of Cairo. and Alexgndria there- 
fore desired -to protest against* Article IL, 
rath requested that the necessary steps be 
taken t ‘secure “its abrogation and replace- 
es by “the following : 
No one “thall in Egypt exerciap the pro- 
fession of pharmacist, carry on #& phé 


diploma from # recognised faculty and has 
ottained authorisation from the Sanitary 
Administration. - Also ng pharmacist shall 
carry on or possess more than one apne 
‘The petitioners asserted that they did not 
wish to modify the status of existing phar- 
macies run by unqualified proprietors, so long 
as they: have’ a responsible . pharmacist in 
charge ; but they desire that for the future 
only qualified chemists shall be able to buy or 
open a pharmacy. They stated their conviction 
also that a pharmacist delegated ‘by their 
associations should be present at all inspec- 
tions of pharmacies. A petition to this effect, 
tigned by the President of the Association and 
by the English chemists established in Cairo, 
was duly presented to Lord Cromer, who 
replied at leugth. He began by expressing his 
entire agreement with the principle advocated 
—that, on the whole, a system under which 
the ownership of pharmacies is restricted to 
qnalified pharmacists offers greater guarantees 
to the public’ than one under which the owner 
~ay be unqualified. He beliéved that this 
ew.was largely shared by the public, and 
aé¢ the meution upon the fagade of an esta- 
ishment that the owner is not himself qua- 
ied will go far towards securing what the 
armacists desire. The practical question, 
wever, was not what system would theoreti- 
cally be most satisfactory, but what system can 
be most effectively enforced in Egypt, having 
Fegard td the restrictions on its legislative 
powers under which the Egyptian Government 
labours In this connection Lord Cromer quéted 
from the letter addressed to the petitionera by 
the Director-General of the Sanitary Depart- 
ment on December 14, 1904, iu which he dealt 
with the point in question as follows :— 
“As regards the ownership of pharmacies, I 
liave to obterve that the rights of foreigners 
nder the Capitalations again necesssrily limit 
the action of the Government. ‘The ent 
has power, with the consent of t ixed Court 
of Appeal, to make regulations of 
spplieationin the interest of public health, but 
it haa very little power of dealing with rights 
of property. Now, it that the suc- 
ceaful conduct of. a p 
only professional skill, 
of. capital, and in 
sdhoris to ita right of property of the most 
valuable kind —that of the goodwill of the 
business, It did not appear to the Government 
essential for the protection of the public health 
that the professional skilland the requisite 


Capital should be united in the same hands. | * 


That being so, it was clear that if their anior 
was to be insisted on it would have been 
to avoid dealing with the question of goodwil! 
unless the heirs of @ pharmacist who died 
/ without baving provided 

have been seriously prejudiced. We were advis- 


ed that any attempt to deal with this question 
would have raised questions as to rights of

property which might have been fatal to the 
: EGYPT AND SUDAN MINING 
regulations as a whole. My department was the SYNDICATE, 


more ready to accede to this view because we 
were convinced that any rules in the sense you 
suggest would have been particularly easy of 
evasion. Once a pharmacist taken out his 
license to practise, he is free open a phar- 
macy after notification to the Department, and 
the Department has no right to inquire as to 
the source from which the necessary capital is 
obtained, nor as to the terms upon , which it is 
obtained. Were a series of young pharmacists, 
known to be in possession of no capital, succes- 
sively to occupy the same pharmacy, taking 
over in turn the stock of drugs, etc., there 
would be a very stropg presumption that they 
were’ in fact the -salaried servants of the true 
pruprietor of the establishment, but we were 
advised that no such presumption could be 
drawn in law. The frank recognition of the 
facts by the regulatidns has at least the ad- 
vautage that, if the proprietor delares himself, 
the regulations subject him to a certain measure 
of-control, which would be otherwise impos- 
sible.” 

Lord Cromer then proceeded to show that 
it ; was clear that’ the question under dis- 
cussion was decided by the Legal Adviser 
to the Government rather than by the Sani- 
tary Department on protessional grounde. 
the legal point he hesitated to express 
personal opinion, but~he had before hit a 
copy of definite proposals i6rmulated 
time before by the committee of the ics 
andria International Afsuciation of Chemists 
tor the amendment of the new law. In that 
he-observed that the committee was 
sed by the possible hardship which ‘n 
result for the widow and orphans of a phar- 
macist under the rule proposed, and that 
it drafted somewhat elaborate provisions for 
meeting the case. Whatever opinion one 
might form as to the uulity of the provi- 
sions then suggested, it was at least clear 
that _ they proposed to create a form of 
property in a pharmacist’s business which 
might for many years remain in the hauds 
of persons other than qualified pharmacists. 
All his experience of the ‘very limited 

scope within which regulations Spproved 
by the Mixed Court of Appeal require 
to be kept, led him tw believe that any 
regulations on the subject under discussion 
must either recognise a goodwill in a pharma- 
cist’s business which shall be freely transfer- 
»}able, or shall retuse to recognise any such 
goodwill at all, and that the system of tree 
transfer of goodwill is probably the one which 
will’ work m efficieutly and with least 
friction. He depreeated the anticipation of the 
petitioners that the system embodied in the 
new law would cause serious prejudice to 
qis‘ified pharmacists employed as managers, 
He thought their fears were somewhat exag- 
gerated. The view taken by such managers 
themselves, as éxpressed in a petition to the 
Director-General of the Sanitary Department, 
was that the new law, by regalating a situa- 
tion which ‘already existed, had already im- 
proved their position pecuniarily. Although he 
could not conceal from himself the fact that 
the petitiuners were likely to remain hostile to 
the particular provision in question, he trasted 
they would recognise that it was furced upon 
the Government by the faots of the situation, 

rather than adopted by choice, and that they 
may find in practice that it will not produce 
the regrettable consequences they are inclined 
to anticipate.
